DARING ATTEUPT AT ROSBERY,- 


_ Wong Akwai, a carpenter, was charged 
fs follows :-—Captain W. Wi 
stated that ho was master of the 8.8, Gordon 
Oastle and expected to leave the harbour 
to-day and there waa no certainty of a 
speedy return.
